Charge d'affaires in London on the Open Door. 


London, January 13. 

Speaking at a tea at the Chinese Lezacion to welcome General 
Hwang-fu, military adviser to the Chinesa delegation at Washington, 
Dr. Wang Chung:yen, expert to the delegation, and Mr. Woo Husn, 
tte new Chinese Coosal-General, Mr. Chao Hsin-chu, the Chinese 
Charge d’Affaires, emphasisec that China needed the sincere help 
and gonuina goodwill of friendly nations, particularly Britain, bar 
that China would never submit to intervention and exptoitation. 

The Chinese were convinced of the necessity of the policy of 
the open door in China, and expected their neighbours and allies to 

. help tham to keep the door permanently open.

THE CHANGE IN THE FRENCH MINISTRY. 


M. Poincare is to be the new French Premier. Without 
searching’ through reference books we fancy that this devel- 
opment denotes a fresh precedent. as we cannot recall an 
instance of an ex-President forming a Ministry. In 
France, as in the United States, it has been usual to ex- 
pect the head of the Constitution to retire into comparative 
seclusion on vacating his exalted post. There has been 
this difference between the two countries. that whereas in 
America the President is generally the outstanding foree 
in the Administration (being, in fact, his own Prime 
Minister), in France the President bas been something of 
n figure-head. This bas not been due to his being eclipsed 
hy the Premier. French Premiers have not enjoyed the 
rame measure of commanding importance as the Premiers 
of Britain. For one thingy French Ministries, although 
more stable than was the case thirty years ago, seldom last 
anything like as long as British Cabinets, hence the Pre- 
mier has not the same opportunity of entrenching- his 
authority. M. Briand bas been Premier half a dozen times 
or more, yet his combined period of office scarcely totals.the 
“life” of one English Parliament. “Strong men” like 
MM. Clemenceau and Briand, however, have of late years 
brought the French’ Premiership into.greater prominence. 

At the same time we find President Millerand widen- 
ing the scope of the Presidential function: he made an 


express stipulation on this score when accepting that bigh|,, 


office. “ This double forward move suggests a piquant ques- 
tion as to the future relations between President and 
Premier. The head of the new Ministry, M. Poincare, 
also inclines to the ‘‘strong man” type. When President 
he bad as Premiers .both MM. Briand and. Clemenceau. 
This was during the war, which was nu’ time for 
collisions through rivalry. and, finding such capable 
men at the head of the C-rvinet. the President generally 
Jet them hold the reins. When M. Poincare’s term expired 
the mantle fell upon the shoulders of M. Deschanel, who 
was overtaken by enfeebled health, whereupon M. Millerand 
-sueceeded to the Presidency after making the aforesaid 
- stipulation in respect of moredirect participation in affairs. 
President’ Millerand was averse from his former 
colleague and subsequent rival, M. Briand, holding the 
Premiership, but no other nominee could secure the re- 
quisite support, hence M..-Briand returned to’ office, which 
stimulated crriosity as to how the pair would work.” The 
exchange of compliments that followed between the British 
and French Premiers also prompted lively conjectures as 
to the sequel when such vigorous personalities were con- 
‘joined with and yet opposed to each other in the debates 
of the Allied Supreme Council. They have had many 
tussles, friendly but keen, each making concessions at 
times, both striving to preserve their respective countries’ 
jnterests, sometimes toa point that has caused critics to 
say, rightly or wrongly, that they lost sight of the larger 
issues of Europe and of the world. -Now comes the break- 
up of the Cannes conference, but this arises, rot from & 
‘conflict between Mr. Lloyd George and M. Briand 
but between the British Premier and the French Chamber, 
for M. Briand acquiesced in the reasodableness of Mr. 
’ Lloyd George’s views. Apparently the Deputies’ opposi- 
tion to M. Briand was spontaneous; one hesitates about 
_ supposing that President Millerand would allow jealousy 
‘of M. Briand to actuate bim in inspiring the Chamber's 
antagonism, especially as M. Briand is to be sticceeded: 
- another “strong man” and an éx-President- in 
Poincare. The position inevitably excites fresh curiosity, 
‘ however. If the inference.ia to be that M. Briand proved 
himself to be, after all, not & strong man," the explanation 
‘does not help much, for the new. Premier (asupporter, albeit 
& somewhat critical one, of Anglo-Freuch co-operation) 
- cannot ‘well. hope to push the French side much farther 
without severely straining the already troubled Enfente. 
Ensning events will be important for the light they shed 
upou the inwardness of the change of Ministry. ~~

NOTES & COMMENTS. 


Our Volunteers. 


To-day's meeting of the Legis- 
lative Council saw tha introduc- 
tion of one Bill which will be 
particalarly interesting to al} 
men who belong to the Volunteer 
Defence Corps. In the original 
Bill certain panaltias were provid- 
ed if aman sought to leave the 
organisation before the expiration 
of three years after joining (2x- 
cept, of course, unless he was 
leaving the Colony for good). 
There was also laid down a 
certain minimum number of drills 
and prrades and firing course to 
be attended during the year, bat 
there wasno penalty provided for 
the man who “slacked” and failed 
tocomplete what was considered 
necessary for him to ba classed as 
efficient. Whether there are 
many men failing to att od 
drills or whatever else may 
have bean the immediate cause, 
the Goreroment has now decited 
to impose a penalty on all 
Volunteeta who fail to become 
efficient by reason of non-atten- 
dance. That seems avers reason- 
able precedure and ana which 
Volunteers, we think. can 
scarcely obj-ct to. Having joined 
the unit they ouzht to be pra- 
pared to give it at least the very 
low minimum of attentioa asked 
for. It is rather a regrettable 
fact that the Volunteer move 
ment bere has lost e lot of the 
ectef which it had when ‘it was 
first replaced on the volunteer 
status. Even at the ontset the 
number of men who joined up 
was Dot as was hoped tor but the 
men who did join seemed keen. 
That keenness has dwindledsome- 
bow, and it’s no use overlooking 


the fact, The Corps is extremely, a 


well-officered, both the Adminis- 
trative Commandant and the late 
Adjotant being de-ervedly 
popular. One cannot help think- 
ing that the Corps fails to arouse 
its members* interest by reason 
of the absence of any special 
“stunts” or sideshows. The 
Voluateer organisation could be 
much more alive in the social 
sense; it sticks too much to 
routine drills, parades and prac- 
tices. It is necessary, of course, 
that military training should 
predominate in the Corps but this 
might ba-relieved now and again 
by something which would appaal 
tomenina brosder way. Evon 
the training could ba varied and 
made interesting. As this journal 
persistently urged she retns‘ate- 
ment of the volunteer status of 
the Corps it bas an interest in 
seeing: it do well and we 
make these observations “in 
the hope that those at 
the head of adairs will give 
thought to the pointer hera given. 
There should be no necessity for 
the Ordinance now being passed; 
it spells loss of interest. How 
many recruits bes the Volunteer 
Corps had this season?
